Bradley the Victor in 22% Turnout 



The not-a-record turnout of 
approxtamately 22% of eli- 
gible voters in the Students' 
General Association election 
gave President-elect Bill Brad- 
ley a substantial margin of 

victory. Bradley won with 275 
votes, whereas his opponent's, 
Loretta Clipperton's, tally was 
no votes. A third candidate. 
Royal 'Senter, dropped out of 
the race at the last minute. 
There were 23 spoiled ballots. 

"I'm disappointed, first of 
all, that 1 didn't campaign 
more," said Bradley. "I was 
sick for the last five days of the 
election." Bradley noted that 
the amounts of money spent 
on the campaign were "dis- 
mally low." As for Clipperton, 
Bradley said, "I want to go on 
record as saying that I think 
Loretta campaigned vigour- 
ously." 

Bradley remarked that the 
entire campaign was a low key 



affair. He was disappointed 
that the election didn't receive 
much publicity. There were 
almost no posters for the 
bear-pit sessions, question and 
answer sessions in which 
students assess the candidates, 
and Bradley noted that turn- 
outs for the bear-pits were the 
worst he's seen in years. 

There seemed to be a lack 
of communication concerning 
the election. No results were 
made public outside of a 
notice put up outside the SGA 
office.

^^ked about his plans for 
the summer, Bradley remark- 
ed, "There's an awful lot of 
work to be done." Dealing 
with the nation-wide problem 



of cutbacks is a priority, and 
Bradley noted that there is a 
good spirit of co-operation 
already present in the Sudbury 
community. He noted that 
labour, local government, and 
the Chamber of Commerce all 
supported the recent Day of 
Action protest held by Laur- 
entian students as part of the 
province-wide Week of Action 




protests by post-secondary stu- 
dents. 

Students and the people of 
the community must share an 
interest in each others' prob- 
lems, Bradley feels. He will 
endeavour to set up meetings 
with businessmen, labour of- 
ficials, and local politicians in 
order to foster better com- 
munication and spirit of share- 
ed goals in adressing common 
problems. 

On the homefront there are 
several areas in which Bradley 
wishes to get a headstart. He is 
hoping to have at least two 
planning conferences over the> 
summer for such activities 
as Frosh Week and Winter 
Carnival. In past years, he 
noted, there had been such 
summer meetings. Bradley 
said he had already been

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Everyone is aware of the 
present economic situation 
and people are concerned, 
especially if they are thinking 
about finding employment. 
(Or maybe they have stopped 
thinking about employment). 
But, I, myself, am more 
disturbed by the small number 
of undergraduates and gradua- 
ting students registered for 
summer employment and for 
permanent employment and 
my colleague, at the Canada- 
Employment Centre^ for

4th year university students 

registered for summer employ- 
ment. What it all comes down 
to is this: There are employ- 
ment opportunities, jobs. some 
with good pay, but very few 
qualified candidates are regis- 
tered to select and refer. For 
example, presently there is a 
vacancy with Wiliam Neilson 
Ltd., Toronto, in the credit 
department for a bilingual 
person and no one registered 
has the qualifications or the 
interest in the position. As 
well, Proctor and Gamble, a 
most prestigious company is 
searching for university gradu- 
ates of any discipline to 
become sales representatives. 
I know that timing is a big 
factor, with essays due sooner 
or later and exams starting* 
next week, but for "Pete's 
sake" take a break and come 
over to the Employment on 
Campus in C-3 on Student 
Street and register or at least 
find out what the employment 



situation is. Students should 
also drop in at the Canada 
Employment Centre for Stu- 
dents at 144 Pine Street now 
and enquire about summer 
employment, especially if you 
are a 3rd year or 4th year 
student returning to university 
in the fall of 1982. 

One very important fact is, 
that of the 500, 600, or 700 
students who will graduate in 
the spring and fall of 1982, the 
Canada Employment Centre 
on Campus, only 53 gra- 
duating students registered! 
That is Disturbing!!! A similar 
situation exists when it con- 
cerns summer employment for 
students. We only have 120 
students registered! ! certainly 
wish more students would 
register because the Em- 
ployment Centre does not 
cease to exist after the last day 
of classes and the companies

TORONTO (CUP) - Students 
from low-income backgrounds 
continue to be under- 
represented in Ontario's uni- 
versities, according to a recent 
provincial education ministry 
report. 

The report states that social 
inequalities are transmitted 
through existing education 
structures and reforms are 
necessary before post- 

secondary education access 
for low-income students can 
be improved. 

"We wholeheartedly agree 
with those who argue that 
money matters in the decision 
to pursue a post-secondary 

education," the soon to be 
released report states. 

The report, authored by 
Paul Anisef, a York University 
sociology professor, states that 
financial assistance programs 
must be publicized in high 
schools and government pro- 
grams should be introduced at 
the stage where children and 
parents begin to discuss future 
educational and career

Ross Perry, Ontario Federa- 
tion of Students researcher, 
agrees that tuition and finan- 
cial barriers exist at all levels 
of educational decisions. 

It is a combination of 
economic, social and cultural 
factors that prevent low- 
income families from sending 
their children to post- 
secondary institutions, he 
said. 

"If the Ontario government 
really wants people to pay 
their 'fair share' of university 
costs, let low-income people 
go free as they do not use the 
system which their tax dollars 
support," he said. 

Perry said the provincial 
government should not expect 
families with an after-tax 
income of less than $7,700 to 
contribute towards the On- 
tario Student Aid Program. 

The report's reform recom- 
mendations include: 
— head start and summer 
learning programs for the

In general. President-elect 

Bill Bradley hopes for im- 
proved communication with 
students and various student 
councils on campus. He hopes 
for more active involvement 
of student reps, on the Senate 
and even in the day to day 
operation of the SGA. Active 
participation by council mem- 
bers has been a problem in the 
past few years. Bradley hopes 
to change this during his term 
of office. n

"Many of these programs 
could be implemented by the 
extension of existing pro- 
grams," said Perry.

But 
the provincial government 
made only 400 copies of the 
Anisef report and according to 
Perry, this decision is "giving a 
limited run to study which 
should be given a maximum 

run." 

He said the government 
should distribute thousands of 
copies to high schools, the 
federal government, parent- 
teacher organizations and 
"other interested groups.
